need blqpd desperately but 
have no one to give for 
them.

Red Cross annually are sav* 
ed thousands of dollars in, 
costs that would have been 
addad to their hospital bills 
had the blood been procured 
through commercial sources.

"This is a fine program. It 
has meant much to all of ua 
whether it has affected us 
personally or net.
